HORSE INDUSTRY 
IS NOW REVIVING 


H. A. Craig, deputy minister of ag- 
riculture, in addressing the Provin- 
clal Horse Breeders association in Bd- 
monton recently, referred to the 
strong feeling of optimism prevalent 
al the mectings of the cattle and 
sheep breeders’ associations and stat- 
ed that he had considerable faith in 
the horse industry at the — present 
tne, which has experienced «w= cer- 
tain revival during the past year, Mr. 
Craig gave figures furnished by the 
federal live stoek branch, showing 
that during 1925 there were shipped 
' from western to castern Canada 15, 
| sve horses, of which approximately 
half were from Alberta. 

Mr. Carlyle was authority for the 
Lerten that Alberta shipped 14,- 
745 horses last year, many of these, 
however, going into other western 
provinces, one firm alone — tralling 
about 1000 head to Saskatchewan, A 
team welghing from 1400 to 1500 Ibs 
1s worth In Montreal about $300, al- 
though. some of rthe botter class of 
horses would sell for $200 or more 
each, 

Mr. Cralg told his hearers — that 
Canada might look for a tide of im- 
migration to start during the com- 
Ing spring. According to present. in- 
dications, conditions are not particu: 
larly good In the British Isles and in 
Murope, and ocean -rates for passen- 
fers have been greatly reduced, all 
the way from Liverpool to western 
Canada, The provincial and federal 
'povernment were also bending every 
energy toward inducing immigration 
of the proper class of settler, 

We can look for a substantial 
stream. of ftmmigration during 1926 
and the following years. This means 
that the neweomers must go on the 
land, and it was hoped that no agency 
transportation company or govern: 
ment would be foolish enough to bring 
in seltlors who are not capable of 
living on the land and thus contribut: 
ing to the development of this new 
country, 

These people will require horses— 
not necessarily heavy horses. Mr, 
Crulg was of the opinion that. the 
tractor for farm purposes has seen 
its*bost days; it has not proven a sue 
cessful tmploment of power under all 
conditions on farms, and the horse 
will continue to be the main power 
for all (ime to come on the farms. 
Another factor which is new in’ the 
horse situation ix this: In the past 
there have been large numbers — of 
horses running on the open range in 
southorn Alberta, The G.PLR. (which 
owns tho land) has lately started to 
lease it, having over one million acres 
to lease, On these fenced lands the 
small horse will not be wanted; tho 
better class) of horse will, however, 
pay his way, as will cattle and sheep, 
Mr, Craig was inclined to think most 
of (hose ranges would be leased for 
_ cattle and sheep raising purposes. He 
j (hought thls would tend to crowd the 
small, uscloss horse off the range. If 
he has to be Kept under fence he will 
be got rid of. This will be a good 
thing for tho horse business. 

Mastorn Canada buyers are well 
pleased with the western broke horse: 
they do not want the unbroken horse, 
however, as they have not the same 
factlities for breaking as in the west. 

Thore ts no question that. the big 
horso and the driver are the two 
clissos which have suffered from the 
use of the tractor and motor ear, 
From now on the horse whieh will be 
in greatest domand for farm work is 
the ono weighing from 1300 to 1600 
pounds, There is no country so well 
adapted to the raising of horses as the 
great plains area of western Canada, 
This is well recognized everywhere,

A 100 FOOT WAVE 
HIT OCEAN LINER 


New York, Feb. 6—The Canadian 
Pacific liner Empress of France, 
which arrived here yesterday two 
days late from Cherbourg and South- 
hampton, suffered damage estimated 
at $80,000 early Sunday morning 
when a gigantic wave, estimated at 
100 feet in height, smashed the liner 
head-on during the Atlantic storm. 

Tho baggage aboard was damaged, 
to the extent,of $20,000, it was stated, 
but nobod § injured by the terri- 
fle impute ch threw persons from 
their berths or chairs. 

“I've been at sea for 36 years,” 
said Captain BE. Griffiths of the liner, 
“but this is the worst d’ve ever had. 
It was 17 kinds of hell.” 

A few seconds later water literally 
poured through the ship. Then it be- 
came apparent that a giant wave had 
smashed the big liner headon. In- 
stantly above the pounding of the 
sea were heard the banging of fall- 
Ing booms and the swish of water 
through narrow passageways. 

The wave ripped loose heavy winch- 
es. It demolished the booms and 
stays, It bent in like pieces of tin 
tho pressed steel bulwarks on the 
promenade deck. It smashed to tiny 
bits port windows that were an inch 
thick, 

Witty tons of water dropped below 
decks. Trunks were tossed around 
on a miniature sea, Among these 
trunks were 20 made of steel. These 
swept from side to side, smashing 
to bits the luggage made of wood 
and fibre, Three days later, after the 
pumps had worked continuously, the 
hold was again dry, but a shapeless 
sodden mass was all that remained 
of clothing, books and other luggage.

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Doctors and 
Advertising 


It has often occurred to us, that 
‘for downright topsy turvydom, the 
‘field of medicine takes the cake. On 
the one hand we have patent medi- 
‘eine manufacturers using every trick 
that can, be turned with paper, ink 
and a fertile brain, while on the other 
‘hand, almost every medical graduate 
leaves college with the deep rooted 
determination not to advertise. 
“Hanging out a shingle’ and perhaps 


.a professional card in a newspaper 


is, for medical men, going the limit. 
Of all the professions, that of medi- 
cine, is perhaps the most important. 
We need a doctor to help us into this 
vale of.tears, and generally call on 
one to prevent us from prematurely 
going out. If during the passage 
from nothing to three score years and 
ten, a doctor is called, we expect him 
to come on the run and perform mir- 
acles when he arrives. That, in the 
main, the’ profession lives up to its 
opportunities in this regard, is well 
known and a matter of history. In 
the field of research, too, history 
shows a brilliant array of conquests 
by the medical profession. In spite 
of civilization’s perverse determina- 
tion to make an imperfect man, the 
medical profession never seems to 
give up hope but is equally determin- 
ed to make a perfect one. The sacri- 


fices made, as evidenced by victims |' 


of the X-ray, does not halt it and one 
triumph only creates the desire for a 
greater one, But with ‘all its virtues 
the medical profession makes a grave 


ing other people to tell the public, 
what it is, or should be best able to 
explain. While patent medicine man- 
ufacturers buy columns upon columns 
of advertising space and take tens of 
thousands of dollars from the public 
(some of which is spent wisely and 
some unwisely) many doctors sit in 
their offices awaiting patients. In 
scientific research the medical profes- 
sion has never lagged but in acquaint- 
ing the public regarding itself and 
its work, it is woefully behind the 
times. 

There was a time, no doubt, when 
advertisements were meant to contain 
nothing more than a straight solicita- 
tion of‘ business. “But those days have 
passed. Today, many advertisements 
are a real source of information, and 
the reader is wiser for having read 
them, whether he actually responds 
to the message or not. The implica- 
tion of “touting” has almost disap- 
peared from modern advertising, ra- 
ther, the individual or firm who neg- 
Jects to advertise is neglecting an op- 
portunity for service to the public 
which his trade or profession makes 
him responsible for. The medical 
profession would lose nothing of its 
dignity by proper advertising, instead 
its field of usefulness would be en- 
larged and if in the process its fin- 
ances were increased, no one would

Sawn lumber production {in Nova 
Scotia during 1925 totalled 300 mil- 
lion feet, according to the provincial 
government statistics, Of this quan- 
tity 175 million feet have been ex- 
ported. 


Canada’s mineral output for 1925 
is estimated at $228,440,000, as com- 
pared with $209,585,406 for 1924. 
The previous record was $227,359,- 
665 in 1920, when metal prices were 
about 35 per cent. higher than in 
1925, 

There are 4,045,760 acres of home- 
stead lands in Manitoba in a radius 
of 20 miles from railway lines. In 
all there are 25,286 quarter sections, 
or sufficient to settle 20,000 families, 
the bulk of the land being in Eastern 
Manitoba. 


The value of wheat delivered at 
Western Canadian points from Aug- 
ust 1 to December 15, 1925, was 
$338,800,000, representing an aver- 
age cash return to farmers of over 
$1,300 per farm. This is a new high 
record and the returns are greater 
for the four and a half months than 
for the entire preceding year. 


According to information at Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway Headquarters 
nt Montreal, the Canadian curlers 
who went over to Scotland on the 
C. P. liner “Montrose,” are touring 
the land of the thistle with success. 
The Canadians defeated Strathmore 
and Loch Leven at Edinburgh. J. G. 
Macdonald, of Fort William, was 
still unbeaten. 


The whole company of “The Three 
Little Maids,” an English musical 
comedy starring the famous British 
comedian G. P. Huntley, arrived at 
the C. P. R. Windsor Station, Mont- 
real, recently, and grouped them- 
selves round an engine for a novel 
photograph. The show is due in 
Ontario during the months of Feb- 
ruary and March. 


A settlement, to be known as the 
Clan Donald colony, comprising 100 
families and covering 30,000 acres 
of land, will be established near Ver- 
milion, Alberta, this spring, through 
a joint contract entered into by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, the Over- 
seas Settlement Committee and the 
Scottish Immigrant Aid Society. 
The railway has purchased the land 
and the Scottish Immigrant Aid 
Society is to secure the immigrants. 


According to G. A. Harcourt, 
Secretary of the Soldiers’ Rehabili- 
tation Committee at Montreal, fine 
‘work hasbeen done in. the; placing 
of many returned men in good posi- 
tions. There are still sbout 800 
returned soldiers, married and living 
in Montreal, who are out of work, 
but many of these will be placed in 
the model city of Arvida, which is 
being constructed by the Aluminum 
Company of America in the Lake St. 
John district in Quebec. 


Alfred H. Devenish has been ap- 
pointed manager of the Royal Alex- 
andra Hotel, Winnipeg, to succeed 
S. F. Pierce who has gone to the 
Vancouver Hotel, according to an 
announcement by the Canadian Pa- 
cific Hotel Department. Mr. Deven- 
ish joined the Canadian Pacific 
Hotel Department in 1912, and was 
later accountant and assistant man- 
ager at the Place Viger Hotel in 
Montreal. He will leave the Algon- 
quin Hotel at St. Andrews, N.B., 
where he has been manager, to go 
to Winnipeg.

tives received 61,114 while the others 
combined received 109,996. 

An hon. Member: What about fur- 
ther west? 

Mr. Tobin: I shall come to that in 
a moment, So that the Conservatives 
recelyed in those three provinces a 
lotal of 178,890 ag against 355,714 
votes which the other parties com- 
bined received. Added together the 
votes cast for the Conservatives and 
for the other parties total 534,604, the 
Conservatives’ share of 178,890 votes 
being 33 per cent of the whole vote. 
Now if the Conservative vote in these 
three provinces represonts only 32 per 
cent of the total I cannot see how 
the right hon. gentleman can very 


well claim that his policy was fully 
endorsed in that great district. And 
we must recognize that the territory 
that can produce some 400,000,000 bus- 
hels of wheat is a section of Canada 
that must be reckoned with. Some- 
one suggests that I go further west. 
I did not intend analyzing the vote 
given in the, west but I may be al- 
lowed offhand to make a comparison 
in regard to the constituency of my 
hon, friend for Vancouver Centre, 
Mr. Stevens, In 1921 he had a ma- 
jority over all others of 3,089, while 
in the election of 1925 there was a 
plurality against him, so that the 
vole was not so strong for the Con-, 
sorvative party in that instance as it! 
was in 1921, 1 mention this — fact | 
merely because someone suggested | 
that 1 draw comparison further west.

An hon. Member: What about 


Noya Scotia? 

Mr. Tobin: Nova Scotia I have al- 
ready referred to; and in any case 
there are things I have heard in re- 
gard to that province that are past 
my understanding. Nova Scotia is 
my native province, and much as I 
should like to discuss it I must pro- 
ceed just now. 

In considering the address a num- 
ber of hon. gentlemen have taken the 
occasion to refer to their own. consti- 
tuencies, and as mine js one of the 
new ridings of Alberta perhaps I may 
be allowed to mention it briefly. In 
the first place I want to locate it so 
that hon. gentlemen may know exact- 
ly where it is. Everyone of course is 
acquainted with the city of Edmonton. |] 
The district of Wetaskiwin begins at 
the city limits of Edmonton and ex- 
tends south some seventy-five miles 
and east and west about seventy-five 
miles, covering an area of about 5,625 
square miles, The railroad from Ed- 
monton to Calgary passes through the 
district, and we have a service of 
from six to eight trains a day on the 
Calgary and Edmonton railway, a 
branch of the Canadian Pacific. The 
district is well served by railways to 
the east but the service westward is 
bad. There is a new railway in 
course of construction from Lacombe 
in a westerly direction over a circuit- 
ous route, It is being built by the 
provincial government and an addi- 
tional twenty miles is now being con- 
structed. It has always been my hope 
that one or other of the great trans- 
continental lines would take over the 
project, complete it, and carry it on 
as a part of its system. In this con- 
stituency, of which I am proud to be 
the representative, there are a num- 
ber of thrifty towns along the line of 
the Calgary and Edmonton railway 
and we have one of the best mixed 
farming countries in the Dominion. 
We have also a number of lakes, 
among the finest in western Canada, 
the Sylvan, Gull and Pigeon lakes. 
Those who are fond of angling will 
find it a delight to visit the district, 
and I can welcome any Nimrod who 
is not afraid to face a moose, any 
number of which may be found in the 
western part of the constituency. We 
have also a fine experimental farm 
at Lacombe, a branch of the Domin- 
ion experimental farm, which is doing 
splendid work, It served an eminent- 
ly useful purpose when the newcom- 
ers were there and it did excellent 
work in the transition period be- 
tween grain growing and mixed farm- 
ing. At the present time all varicties 
of experiments are carried out on the 
farm, 

When last I visited the farm I was 
informed that there were 475 differ- 
ent methods of soil cultivation under 
lest, as well-as 15 varieties of rotation 
crops. There is absolutely no ques- 
tion about the value and extent of 
the information which the settlers 
get from this farm, either in the 
form of the annual reports, seasonal 
pamphlets or correspondence. The 
superintendent showed me that in 
1925 he had received about 6,000 let- 
ters and sent out 7,000, and that about 
ten farmers a day on the average 
visited the farm. In addition the 
Staff often give lectures at country 
places and farmers’ meetings. 

I wish to refer for a moment to an 
important subject mentioned in the 
speech from the throne—transporta- 
tion. Although I miy appear to be 
speaking more particularly of west- 
ern conditions, I hope to demonstrate 
to the house before I have finished 
my remarks on this subject that I am 
considering the whole Dominion. Vor 
a long time, as hon. members know, 
the west stood still. Although the 
Pacific ocean is only 750 miles from 
our door no grain was moving west- 
ward, and we began to wonder, sir, 
whether the country was wrong or 
whether fundamentals were wrong. 
We are still satisfied that the country 
is all that it is supposed to be, but 
we have come to the conclusion that 
the fundamentals in some respects 
were wrong. What was wrong? The 
high cost of transportation to and 
from the Pacifie coast. In 1922, and 
again in 1923, when freight rates 
were reduced, grain began to flow to 
the Pacific seaboard, and today a dif- 
ferent condition prevails, in the west. 
The farmers there are regaining their 
courage. Not that they wish all their 
grain to go westward. There will al- 
ways be a dividing line, on one side 
of which the grain will flow west and 
on the other side east. This line will 
be changing as a consequence of crop 
or trade conditions, as for instance 
congestion at one terminal or another, |
